In commenting on the situation the 


Los Angeles Record said on Thurs- 
day : 


The row over the disposal of the 


garbage of the city, which has caused 
complaints from the residents of a 
large section of the county near Co- 
vina, where the refuse is dumped and 
fed to 25,000 hogs, is being investigat- 
ed today by the county grand jury. 
A large number of witnesses, includ' 
ing the mayor and other officials, ap- 
peared as witnesses in the inquiry. 


Chas. Wier, foreman of the last 


grand jury, which body also went into 
the case, was the first witness. Mayor 
Alexander was Called for a few mo- 
ments and excused until 3 p.m., as 
was Chief Inspector Humphreys of the 
board of public works and Council- 
man Williams. Officials of the V. D. 
Reduction Co., which has the contract 
with the city to dispose of all garbage, 
were among the witnesses summoned, 
as well as J. L. Matthews, editor of 
a newspaper at Covina, and secretary 
of the former grand jury. 


MATTHEWS' STORY. 


Matthews asserted Thursday that 


the people of the Covina district are 
aroused over the report that the cit> 
does not intend to comply with the 
county ordinance, which goes into ef- 
fect May 1, prohibiting the feeding of 
city-collected garbage to animals and 
the dumping of garbage in the county. 
Matthews said that the Japs who buy 
the garbage from the reduction com- 
pany to feed the 25,000 hogs, informed 
him that they had been told by the 
city officials to pay no attention to the 
county ordinance, as the city is more 
powerful than the county. 


The following is from the Los Ange- 


les Times of yesterday morning: 


The much-discussed garbage ques- 


tion 
was taken before the county 


grand jury yesterday by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Hill. The mayor, mem- 
bers of the board of public works, 
garbage men, various experts on sani- 
tation were subpoenaed. 


The purpose of the investigation is 


to determine whether the city shall 
be allowed to dump its refuse near 
Covina, where it is fed to hogs raised 
by a private company. The hog farm 
has aroused the indignation of many 
persons living in and near Covina, and 
many complaints have been made to 
the board of supervisors. 
The pres- 


ent . inquiry 
will probably result in 


some recommendations being made to 
the supervisors.

Covina "Veterinarian Says That One 


Covina Dairy Is Operated On 


Sanitary Basis. 


Among the improvements that are 


constantly taking place in the San 
Gabriel valley, such as the building 
of good roads, / the great amount ot 
sub-dividing and sale of land, the 
planting of fruit trees, and the build- 
ing of substantial homes, and with 
the prospect in the near future of the 
confinement of the sometimes unruly 
San Gabriel 'river, all of which are 
far-reaching in"''||eir effects, but none 
in the writer's^'opinion are of more 
importance than the great improve- 
ment in the care of the dairies and 
the dairy cow. Three years ago there 
was but little thought taken of the 
sanitary surroundings under which the 
milk for consumption in this valley 
was 
produced, nor of the general 


health of the dairy cow, with the pos- 
sible exception of the dairy belonging 
to the Pottenger sanitarium at Mon- 
rovia. 
Now our Covina dairy, the 


"B. & F.," has its cows all tuberculin 
tested yearly; the cows are kept in 
a large airy barn with cement floor, 
which is flushed out at least once a 
day with pure clean water, and is kept 
virtually as clean as our houses. Con- 
nected with the barn is a bath-room, 
where the milkers bathe and dress in 
clean suits before milking. This dairy 
is also furnished with a modern milk 
house, with all the latest methods for 
cooling and bottling the milk. 
So 


much for our home dairy. Monrovia 
has lately passed an ordinance sim- 
ilar in most respects to the milk or- 
dinance of Pasadena, which has been 
in effect several years and safeguards 
that city in its milk supply. 


Monrovia's ordinance provides for 


the periodic inspection and tuberculin 
testing of all the cows producing milk 
for the town supply, with strict regu- 
lations for the handling of the milk 
and the sanitary surroundings in the 
dairies. 


Glendora and Sierra Madre are eacl; 


considering passing such an ordinance 
as Monrovia's, so the valley is awak- 
ening to the importance of clean milk 
from healthy cows for the home sup 
ply as well as for the constantly in- 
creasing number of tourists and visit- 
ors.

Praises Marketing System 


In the estimation of the department 


of agriculture, the time is coming and 
5s not so very far distant, when the 
farmer throughout the United States 
will be organized for the purpose of j 
marketing his products for his own 
benefit instead of for the middleman 
and I the broker. A letter received 
lrom\a prominent official of the Unit- j 
ed States department, who had re-1 
«eived a report of the past year's 
work of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, stated that in many ways 
the methods employed by the big or- 
ange marketing concern would be in 
time employed by farmers ' through- 
out the country. The official says in 
his letter: 


"Nothing could more emphatically 


state the efficiency of the manage- 
ment of this cooperative body than 
that its losses through non-collection 
of bills have only been about 1.150 of 
one per cent. One more impressive 
fact is that for six or seven cents a 
bcz you can pay all the expenses of 
marketing, including your wonderful 
system of advertising and of statisti- 
cal information, which enables you to 
systematically distribute your car and 
broken shipments to the cities and 
towns in proportion to their imme- 
diate needs, thus serving the con- 
sumers at all times, with a splendid 
product at a moderate price. I wish 
the 
people 
of the entire 
country 


could grasp the significance of the 
work that is being done by your asso- 
ciation, as is shown by the results 
given in this report." 


The Covina Argus would like to 


add that, when the farmers of the 
"United States begin a cooperative 


system by which they will get the 
profits rather than thnt the profits are 
disseminated 
among 
non-producing 


middlemen, there will be no further 
need of the slogan, "back to the land." 
When the people of the country learn 
that, through cooperative marketing, 
the farmer has begun to get the pro- 
fit that is due him, there will be an 
exodus from the city, and the middle 
man will engage himself in producing, 
rather than living on the profits of the 
producer. 


It is always going to be hard work 


to make the boy stay on the farm as 
long as the farm' does not pay. The 
cooperative system, such as the sys- 
tem employed by the California Fruit 
Exchange, does much to keep the 
second generation from migrating to 
the city, because the boy stands a 
chance of getting a poorer job, or 
engaging in a less lucrative business 
than that of raising oranges. This 
would also be true of raising pota- 
toes, alfalfa, corn, and all products 
of the soil, if the farmer cooperated 
in the selling of his products. 


Not only will this bring the people 


back to the farm, but, it will increase 
the number of producers, and James 
J. Hill, the railroad man, has uttered 
a very wise remark, when he says 
that the solution of the high cost of 
living problem is to create more pro- 
ducers of food from the soil, not more 
consumers to live on the products of 
the farming •communities. The co- 
operative system of marketing oranges 
has made a prosperous community of 
Covina, and in a larger or smaller de- 
gree, according to soil conditions and 


I climate, will do the same thing for 
' every community in the United States.

From the time that De Lesseps, 


the French engineer, began his work 
on the Panama canal for the French 
government, up until the present time, 
when the United States government 
is finishing this giant project, was the 
subject of an address on Monday af- 
ternoon by Professor Morgan, super- 
vising principal of the Covina schools, 
delivered before the members of the 
Monday afternoon club, and the talk 
was based on the speaker's personal 
investigations in the canal zone, and 
a close following of the subject since 
that time. Professor Morgan was a 
visitor to the canal zone in 1909, and 
since that time he has been a student 
of the development there. He unhes- 
itatingly pronounces this project to 
be the greatest engineering feat that 
the world has ever seen. 


De Lesseps was the French engi- 


neer who directed the work of a com- 
mission, or syndicate that secured 
concessions from the Columbian gov- 
ernment, and who began the Panama 
canal, spending ultimately $400,000,- 
000, resulting in a complete failure. 
Professor Morgan, in reviewing the 
work of the French, characterizes the 
management as "Incredibly wasteful," 
which expression also includes the 
fact that the work was carried on 
with a system of grafting that hardly 
has an equal in the annals of govern- 
mental work. One item of expense, for 
instance, was that of a preat pile of 
snow plows, found at the machinery 
headquarters when the United States 
took charge, machinery which could 
by no stretch of imagination, be use- 
ful in the digging of the canal. There 
were 15,000 'kerosene lanterns stored 
there, to be used at some time when 
the canal should be ready for opera- 
tion. Other machinery, representing 
an expenditure of millions, was found 
rusting along the canal 
when 
the 


United Spates assumed control. It 


was a monstrous steal, with incompe- 
tency and mismanagement added. 


Prof. Morgan spoke of the efficien- 


cy of the United States government, 
which had carried to a practical com- 
pletion a project which was consider- 
ed impossible by all civilized nations. 
He spoke of the great Gatun dam, 
now a familiar piece of engineering 
construction throughout the world, 
which dams a lake 164 miles in ex- 
tent, or as large as the area from Co- 
vina to Los Angeles and from the 
mountains to the ocean, fed by the 
Charges 
river, which drains 1324 


square miles of mountains and val- 
leys. 


The Panama canal is five times as 


large as the Suez. When completed 
it will bring London 5,000 miles near- 
er Los Angeles, and will make a safer 
passageway for all travel. It will take 
a 
ship twelve hours to pass from 


ocean to ocean, and it is provided that 
ships 110 feet wide and 1000 feet long 
may safely make the trip, which is a 
much larger ship than any now afloat 
or likely to be built. 


Professor Morgan believes that the 


Panama canal will bring a great horde 
of emigrants to the Pacific coast, and 
that it will also bring a much more 
desirable element, the colonists, who 
will bring with them their old-world 
ideas of intensive culture, something 
which the American does not very ma- 
terially understand. The Covina in- 
structor believes that one great ques- 
tion confronts Los Angeles, that of 
making a free harbor of San Pedro, 
where ships may dock without paying 
excessive toll to railroad companies 
now owning the docking privileges 
and the wharves.

Paying Money For Poor Results. 


In a small village near Covina, one church society has for years 


sufficed for the spiritual needs of the people. The church was main- 
tained on modest lines, in keeping with the unpretentiousness of the 
little village. Church members gathered each Sunday, and services 
were conducted according to the teachings of Jesus Christ, or as near 
to an interpretation of these teachings as the human mind can im- 
part—faulty teaching, no doubt, "but probably done in sincerity. 
For ten years the church maintained a volunteer choir, led by one 
man, and organized and kept going by one woman.

They want to split up the old society, and probably 
will succeed: Already, the result has had its effect on the serenity 
of the church spirit—the choir is in a mild turmoil. 
Jealousy has 


crept in. The society is a bit farther removed from the teachings of 
Christ. 
This is what is termed as "church progress."

the town will have to support them. 
There will be little ministers 


•with very ordinary minds, employed to preach the gospel. They will 
be paid poorly.

No sarie person doubts that life and 


property are safer in America today 
than they have ever been before. The 
health of the people is better. Happi- 
ness and prosperity were never so 
widely diffused. 
There is no problem 


of the unemployed. People who can 
do anything that the world wants 
done ftnd a job. 
Wages are higher 


than ever before in history. 
And 


while it is true that the cost of liv- 
ing is also proportionately high, yet 
this very fact has set in motion plans 
for economic betterment which other- 
wise would never have found voice.

Jerusalem Is Filled With 


Fakes And Charlatanism 


The article herein reproduced is an 


extract from a letter 
from 
Alfred 


Fletcher to his aunt, Miss Dundas, in 
Covina. Mr. Fletcher is the pon of the 
Rev. Alfred Fletcher of the Holy Trin- 
ity church, and is making a tour of 
the world. 


I have been in Jerusalem several 


days, and have seen a great deal of 
the place. Many people are disap- 
pointed in what they find; I am not. 
On the contrary, I have found Jeru- 
salem a very interesting, impressive 
and sacred city. I was talking to a 
Chicago business man, and a Roman 
Catholic, and he said that he was 
deeply disappointed. He came expect- 
ing something different. The city is 
thronged with lazy priests, who have 
charge of the sacred spots, nearly all 
of which are based on tradition and 
many of them ridiculous, as you will 
see when I describe them. The holy 
places are not kept clean; many of the 
churches are tawdry, and in many of 
thei buildings Turkish soldiers are 
stationed to preserve order—to keep 
the Latin and Greek priests from kill 
ing one another. AH these things dis 
gusted my friend. Nearly every cor- 
ner of the "Holy City" is said to 
contain some sacred spot, and many 
of them are not only ridiculous, as 
"Adam's tomb," but they have been 
selected contrary to reason and scien- 
tific research. The result is, there 
are two "Calvarys," two "Gardens of 
Gethsemane," one belonging to the 
Latin and the other to the Greeks 
and there is duplication in many other 
places. All this does not worry rne 
I do not place much confidence in 
most of the sacred places, 'but I do 
know this—that the present Jerusa- 
lem is on the site of the ancient city 
and that there is no question but that 
this is the spot and that the scenes— 
the hills, valleys, etc., are the identi 
cal ones that our Lord saw. 


The day after Christmas was a very 


disagreeable one, so we stayed 
in, 


and I sent 
f>0 postal cards to my 


friends. The next day was a beauty, 
and we set out to see the city. I first 
called on Canon Yates of St. George's 
English church has three churches in 
pleasant conversation together. 
The 


English church hast hree churches in 
Jerusalem, St. George's—which is the 
cathedral—a beautiful stone building 
with an excellent interior and a great 
relief after the tawdriness of the Lat- 
in and 
Oriental 
churches, Christ, 


under the Church Missionary Society, 
and another under the London Society 
to the Jews. 
The cathedral Is a 


beautiful church, with a fine high al- 
tar and two lady chapels, the whole 
being a dignified sample and worthy 
representative of Anglican churchman- 
ahlp. At the coronation services the 
Greek, Syrian and Armenian Patri- 
archs were present in the sanctuary. 
Canon Yates g^ave me a book entitled 
"Six Months in Jerusalem." I will 
send it home when I have read it. 


Accompanied by one of thie i>oys of 


the American colony, where we are 
staying, we went around old Jerusa- 
lem and ascended the Mount of Olives, 
crossing the valley of Kedron, which 
Is lined on both sides with tombs, 
grave stones and caves. On the sum- 
mit of the Mount, the Greeks have 
erected a chapel, an episcopal resi- 
dence and other .buildings. To the 
east are the Russian buildings, among

A short distance more and we came 


to the Church of the Tomb of the 
Virgin. The chapel belongs to the 
Greeks, the Latins having a slight 
share 
in the 
proprietorship. 
The 


church is underground, and on de- 
scending a flight of stairs we came to 
the passage leading to the Cavern of 
the Agony. Along the stone stairs on 
each side are chapels containing the 
tombs of Joachim and Anna, the par- 
ents of the Virgin. In the center of 
the east wing of the church is the 
so-called Sarcophagus of Mary, where, 
according to the legend, she was in- 
terred by the apostles, and where she 
lay until her assumption. 


After this we entered the city by 


St. Stephen's Gate and walked along 
thle Via Dolorosa, or Street of Pain, 
along which Jesus carried the cross, 
to the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
Along the Via Dolorosa there are tab- 
lets which mark the different sta- 
tions. Between the second and third 
station the street is crossed by the 
Ecce Homo Arch, marking the spot 
where, according to tradition, Pilate 
uttered the words: "Behold the man." 


We continued along the Via Dolor- 


osa, a narrow stone-paved street, and 
came to the Church of ,the Holy Sep- 
ulchre, with its large black dome sur- 
mounted by a gilded cross. There Is 
no certainty that thds church stands 
on the Golgotha of the Old Testa- 
ment. According to the Bible, Golgo- 
tha lay outside* the city wall, but the 
course of the second city wall is still 
a matter of dispute, and it la not cer- 
tain whether the present Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre Is' inside or outside 
the walls of ancient Jerusalem. 


Passing through the doors of -the 


church, immediately on the right is 
the "Chapel of Adam's Burial (this 
makes Darwin's evolution theory look 
sick.) This chapel is a cave in a 
huge rock, and in this cave Adam's 
skull is supposed to have been dis 
covered. 


Study Of Malnutrition To 


Begin In State At Once 


What may justly be said to be one 


of the most important undertakings 
in the interests of agriculture eve\n 
attempted by the government, is the 
result of suggestions made by the 
then State Commissioner of Horti- 
culture, J. W. Jeffrey, in 1010, which 
have been carried to a practical out- 
come through the efforts of G. rtar- 
old Powell, of the Citrus Protective 
League. 


We quote from the published rec- 


ord of Mr. Jeffrey's address at the 
37th -Fruit Growers' Convention held 
at Pomona, September, 1910: "At 
that conference with Mr. Powell I 
tried to convince him that our citrus 
fruit troubles would prove far more 
fundamental than those arising from 
the handling of fruit; 
that 
many 


obscure problems would have to be 
solved at the producing end of the 
business, and that the start should 
be made in a broad and scientific 
way at the very seat of the difficul- 
ties, and carried clear through from 
that point, before the citrus industry 
would 
be 
placed 
on 
satisfactory 


ground. 
. 
. 
. The objects of 


this meetiiiK should be, in my opin- 
ion, 
as follows: 
1. To determine, 


first, if there >s a serious deteriora- 
tion of the c'.trus fruit trees of the 
State, or a marked decline in the 
productiveness of our older groves 
where properly cared for. 2. If it is 
are not what they should be, we 
should get all possible information 
before this 
convention relating to 


the cause of uniruitfulness and de- 
termine upon definite lines, of sci- 
entific research for the future, 
and 


designate their character and scope. 
Also, by discovering to our best abil- 
ity the causes and effects of orchard 
decline, to afford some present re- 
lief to the growers whose trees are 
not doing well. 
3. Having decided 


upon definite subjects 
of 
research, 


to take steps to secure scientific ex- 
perts equipped tor long and patient 
investigation." 


Among the resolutions adopted at 


this convention was the 
foilowiug: 


"Resolved, That in view of the facts 
brought out in discussions, relating 
to deterioration in older citrus fruit 
orchards, which we believe can be 
remedied by scientific research, and 
emphasized 
in 
many 
communica- 


tions to the State Commissioner, and 
realizing thai the magnitude and far- 
reaching consequences for ill 10 the 
citrus fruit industry, if the.se mat- 
ters fail to receive the needed at- 
tention; -and .bearing in mind the 
great and beneficial results that, have 
come 
to the 
citrus fruit 
industry 


of this state 
through 
the investiga 


tion of G. Harold Uowell and R. S 
Woglum, as instituted by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, it 
it the sense of this 
convention that 


an appeal be made to the United 
States Department of Agriculture for 
a special investigation into the causes 
of decadence in older citrus orchards, 
and that we also invite the attention 
of the State Agricultural College to 
this subject. To promote further the 
wishes of this convention, it. is re- 
solved that a Committee of Seven be 
appointed by the Chair to present the 
facts to the proper authorities, and 
to secure from the congress of the 
United States the necessary appro- 
priations for carrying on the work 
of such investigation, and to take such 
further action as may appear desira^ 
ble' in the premises, such committee 
to be approved by a committee of 
three to be appointed by this conven- 
tion." 


That this opening up of the sub- 


ject is about to bear fruit of tre- 
mendous value to the citrus growers 
cf the State, is evident from 
the 


details of the proposed government 
investigation as published in the Los 
Angeles Express of recent dace, as 
follows: 


"Within a short time Dr. N. A. Cobb 


acting assistant chief of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, will 
come to Southern California to inau 
gurate one of tlje most important 


j studies that has ever been undertaken 
by the government. 


''It is a study of the problems of 


plant malnutrition, and it will be made 
primarily with reference to the citrus 
industry. It will be undertaken at the 
instance of G. Harold Powell, secre 
tary-manager of the Citrus protective 
league, and is in line with the effortb 


1 of the league to make two oranges 
grow on a tree where one grew before 


i 
"The experiments will be conducted 


1 by four of the greatest scientists in 
' the department of Agriculture, each 
a specialist in his line, and all work- 
ing together to a common end yet 
each in his scientific field. 


; 
"The study will cover a period of 


several years, although it is possible 
that results will be obtained w :thin 
a year or two that well be of great 
value to the citrus industry. 


"The men who will conduct the ex- 


periments 
under 
Dr. Oobb'.s direc- 


tion are Dr. Karl F. Kellerman, who 
is in charge of the soil bacteriological 
f'xperiments for the government; Dr. 
W. W. Garner, physiological chemist 
who has been in charge of tobacco 
plant investigations and who has done
